This trail, wUich should be properly 
labelled "No Tlioroughfare" to th-" 
Skaget pold mines, if not practically 
abandoned, may now be rogarded as a 
complete and cxpeuHive failure to those 
■\vlio reposed faith in its practicability. 
The Californians who went up Skaget 
river three weeks ago are now en- 
camped on the banks below Jacob's 
Ladder, Sourdough i\Iountaiu and 
Skeleton Pass, unable to proceed fur- 
ther. They wfll all shortly return to 
the Sound and enter the diggings by 
the only certain route via Chilliwhaclc 
or Hope. Seven miners came by the 
Isabel yesterday with their sleighs and 
provisions bound for. the new mines 
via tbo JTraser river route. Thny have 
been to Skaget and "seen the elephant," 
which iliey found altogether too for- 
midable an animal to bo mounted. At 
Port Townsend they met a party from 
Victoria who crossed the Straits in the 
Isabel yesterday morning. When the 
di.sappointed ones had told their stories 
of rushing rivers, unnavigable canons, 
unscalable mountains and rickety lad- 
ders, the Victorians concluded to re 
turn, and did so yesterday afternoon. 
Ail lhe.se men, with many others, will 
enter the diggings by way of Hope or 
Chilliwhack. At Whatcom, W. T., 
the people, nnLioiiialing the failure of 
the Skagrt ri\ er trail, have set to work 
to clear a path to intersect the trail 
from Chilliwhack on this side; but the 
laud-travel by Whatcom . will be too 
heavy and may bn avoided by taking 
steamers ut Victoria or New Webtmin- 
ster for Chilliwhack or Hope. The 
case is a hopeless one for the Seattle- 
itesand their route. Humanity should 
dictate to them tlie iniprouriety of tlieir 
course in recommending an impractic- 
able route to the contidence of the im- 
roiprunb. Taking time by the forelock 
a large number of ferry licenses have 
been isFued for Eubj creek and Skaget 
TiVf.-, --nu every mit'ci, or animal or 
pounu of go that may enter the 
niinrs by way of that route will have 
to "stand und deliver'' in accordance 
with the following .scale (wo quote 
from the Keattlo InttUigtncer, a most 
reliable newr^paper): 

"Foot pustingers, 50 cents each ; pack 
animals, 5U cents each ; single tonm and 
wagon, ?1 ; Ciidi extra team, 50 cents; 
noat c.T.ttlo, 25 cents ; sheep and hogs, 10 
cents ; freight per H)0 pounds, 10 cents; 
other articles in proportion." 

By taking the route via Frasor Riv- 
er these exactions will be avoided. 
There are no tolls to bo paid on the 
British Columbia route. In accordance 
with Mr. Nelson's advertisement in 
this morning's Colonist passengers and 
freight will be carried right through 
from Victoria to the diggings for a 
fixed price; and our exclusive from Ot 
tawa, received yesterday, informs the 
public that the Cu-.tinis authorities will 
allow goods destined for Skaget to pass 
through our territory in bond. This is 
an important concession, and it now 
remains for merchants and carriers at 
New Westminster, Victoria and else- 
where to e.xert themselves to direct the 
whole of the travel to the new mines 
through British territory.

From tho.so appcaranoes it i.s suppo.s 
eJ that Marshall was thrown violently 
against the engine when it went over 
the bridfi[e, and that his face was 
burnt by tho flames ru.shing out tho 
firebolo. 

While tho mows oil three of tho 
whaling boat.s were grajipling a little 
to the eaat of the "Mars" the body of 
a woman was hooked by one of tho 
grappels. The irons had caught tho 
liair of tho head, and just . a.s tho body 
wa.s being pulled to tho .surface the 
back comb came away and the body 
svas cari'iod oil' by tlie current. It was 
seen that tho woman had brown hair. 
Shortly afterwards the body of another 
woman was caught, but, unfortunately 
it nl.so .slipped from tho grappling iron.s. 
A man who had been hooked by part 
of liis clothing wa.s lost by the clotiiiiig 
{ijiving away.

The Ezocution Siam. 

Mrs. Pre clia, the daughter of Mr. 
Kiio.v, late Con.sul-Geiieral for Siam, 
arrived at Singapore on the 1st Decem- 
ber, escaping with hor children in fear 
of the Siamese Government, who order- 
ed her husband, a Siamese nobleman, 
to be executed. It was owing to cir- 
cumstances attending the marriage of 
Miss Knox to this Siamese that a gun- 
boat wa.s despatched at Mr. Knox's re- 
quest from Singapore to Bangkok. It 
ia beli*:ved that had Mr. Knox remain- 
ed in Bangkok, the Siamese Govern 
meat would not have dared, to execute 
iiini, but when they felt that no op- 
])Osition could be otTered, they, with 
much secrecy, had him taken away 
and bolioaded at Pacliitn. His proper- 
ty and that of his fu ller and family 
was eonti.scaied, and his father and re- 
latives put in prison. Particulars of 
the unhappy ati'nir are given by the 
Baugkok correspondent of the Straits 
7'imes. The Siam Higii Criminal 
Court found Pra Pre cha guilty of four 
felonies: — 1. That he has embezzled 
871,961 ticala of the King's money ; 2 
That he appropriated to his own use 7J 
catties weight of gohl from the Royal 
Gold Mine ; 3. That having intercept- 
ed a lett<!r written by one Kert to a 
nobleman at B;ingkok, requesting him 
to inform the King of Pra Pre-cha's 
frauds, he caused tho death of Kert in 
his prison by treating him with great 
cruelty, flogging liini, lireaking hi.s legs 
with an iron rod, and finally starving 
him in a cage ; and I. That by hia 
order two Chinamen were thrown inte 
tbc Pachim river and drowned.
